"WHY SHOULD I TAKE PART IN TRAFFIC NETS OR EMERGENCY SERVICE NETS? By WIBVR, Perc Noble 


Amateur radio has one sole justification for its' existence-it is operated in 
the Public interest. During the years, it has always operated that way. Since the war, 
(World War II, ed.) however, it seems to me that many of our newly licensed hams 
have lost sight of this completely. Perhaps it is the fault of the ARRL for not in- 
forming them of this at even more frequent intervals. Even though we buy our equip- 
ment and pass our license examinations, we still operate our stations as a privilege- 
not as a right! When we fail to operate in the Public Interest, then we jeopardize 
our whole future. Many of the old timers in this game of ours appreciate this fact. 
But, we need new blood to take the places of these old timers when they are no longer 
active. 


Don't you think you could spare say one night a month (for perhaps an hour) to 
take part in either a traffic net or an emergency service drill? How about taking 
a few minutes to look at "Message Handling", Emergency Operation", and League Operating 
Organizations" sections in the ARRL handbook? 


If you are interested in Emergency Service work, see your local Emergency Co- 
ordinator. (Bing Leonard, K1IQA and WA1DNB, Bob Phoenix, our Section Emergency Co- 
ordinator will both be at the September HCRA meeting. ed) If you're interested in 
Phone Traffic Nets, see the Western Mass Phone Activities Manager, WAIMJE. (Maybe we 
can get him at the Sept. meeting. ed) And if you're interested in the CW traffic nets, 
we need you badly! Most of the control op's send the control Signals at about 15-18 
wpm. When traffic is being passed to fast operators, a bug is used and high speeds. 
Many of our present net members are not high speed people, but they seem to enjoy the 
net! The NCS will QRS if requested. Your code speed will rapidly go up with regular 
participation. You'll learn how to work in a controlled net and how to handle messages. 
All free for nuthin'!

SEPT ZERO BEAT 


CIVIL PREPAREDNESS 


This is the first of a series of articles on the topic of civii prepare- 
dness. We hams are one of the few segments of society that actively concern 
ourselves with preparations for national disasters. (See Field Day report) 

I'd like to outline in this article some definitions and in the following issues 
explore preparations that you can make for various emergencies. 

Civil defense as defined by the government concerns protecting the civilian 
population against nuclear war. This has fallen apart in the past ten years 
and is inadequate to meet most emergencies right now. Civil preparedness in this 
series of articles means the ability to cope with local or national disasters 
of varying scope. Some of the possible catastrophes might be: 

Type I 

All out nuclear war (superpowers) 

Limited nuclear war (India vs China, etc) 

Terrorist detonation of a nuclear device in an American city 

Failure of a nuclear generating plant's safeguards, releasing radioactivity 


Type II 
Collapse of the economic system with resulting civil strife. (Remember what 


happened in New York when the lights went off for the night???) 
Threat of nuclear war (Nuclear blackmail) 
Regional Natural disasters (Like last winter's East Coast blizzard.) 


Type III 

Local weather disasters. (hurricanes, tornadoes, floods, etc) 

Local industrial accident (Spilled toxic chemical from truck or train; 

Chemical plant fire, etc.) 

Local Civil strife. (Remember the North End of Springfield riots and burning in '73) 


It will be very important to maintain communications locally and nationally 
after a castastrophe, and amateur radio operators are the ones to do it 
best. Do you belong to the ARES? RACES? Which frequencies would you go onto 
to maintain contact with the Civil Defense agencies? What's needed in your 
home to keep the vital communication link open? Next month we'll look at 


preparations for a Type I disaster.

WEST. MASS. SECTION 
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In all of my explanations of the purpose and function of the Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service, I initially point out that, as defined by the American Radio 
Relay League, the ARES is a serving agency. This means that our service exists 
to provide emergency communications to private, public and governmental agencies 
such as the Red Cross, Salvation Army, Medical facilities, Civil Defense and local 
law enforcement units when requested by these organizations. 


At a time when community, county or section level units of ARES have achieved 
the organizational and operational quality necessary to provide adequate emer- 
gency radio communications, the above-mentioned organizations or agencies are con- 
tacted and informed of this available service. Operational formats are usually 
developed between the served agency or agencies, and the local ARES unit. 


Although no formal written emergency communications plan has been distribu- 
ted for the Western Massachusetts Section, our ARES Emergency Coordinators, their 
assistants and active ARES members, along with NTS Section - level officials and 
members are familiar with the current ARES, NTS and repeaters network which func- 
tions at least weekly, to coordinate and familiarize ARES participants within 
this Section. 


For emergency communications operations at the Section-wide level, the estab- 
lished primary ARES net is the Western Mass. Emergency (WMEN) which operates on 
3.937 KH2. This net holds a session each Sunday at 0830 on the frequency. Ap- 
pointed net members are assigned as liaison stations each Sunday and at 0900 these 
liaison members call in on five member repeaters, WRIAEY Mt. Greylock, WRIABX Mt. 
Tom, WRIAEF Provin Mt., WRIAEK Fitchburg and WRIABE Worcester. The liaison func- 
tion provides multiple benefits to ARES and non-ARES participants. Amateurs who 
are not equipped for 75 meter operation at the time (they may be mobile or Tech 
class licenses) can still be logged as net members; they can, if they wish, ori- 
ginate formal traffic into the NTS, incoming traffic can be routed to destination 
via the repeater if no 75 meter station coverage is available and finally, this 
regularly scheduled operation acquaints all participants with the system and the 
personnel likely to be active in the event of an actual emergency situation. 


Disaster situations, either simulated or real, when of localized nature would 
be covered by whatever local ARES units have been developed in the area concerned. 
Emergency communications requirements that expand to county or section area pro- 
portions would dictate the activation of additional repeaters which, if unable to 
establish 2 meter liaison between them, would then call for the activation of the 
WMEN on 75 meters. The WMEN would provide over-all section coverage with liaison 
capability between the 5 member repeaters. WMEN can also be activated to provide 
NTS capability from any or all member repeaters. 


The two NTS section nets, W. Mass., Phone Net and WMN (cw) can be called on 
to activate as back-up for WMEN if need be to handle excessive traffic loads. 


Concluding is a listing of NTS/ARES nets in Western Mass., Net Managers, Em- 
ergency Coordinators and Member Repeaters. Further details and/or coordination 
efforts may be provided by the E.C. for the county involved.
